The strike of cooks and waiters which 
closed four of the leading downtown restau- 
rants at noon yesterday extended at the 
dinner. hour last evening to two of the 
largest hotels in the city—the Grand Pacific 
and the Chicago Beach. It probably will 
reach and affect other hotels as well as other 


vestaurants today. 


“At»the Grand Pacific the kitchen, dining 
rooms, and bar were closed at 6 o'clock 
sharp,-and the 300 guests had to go elsewhere 
for food. Other hotels and various down- 
town restaurants which the strikers had not 
shut up were thronged. | 

At the Chicago Beach the “tieup” was 
complete, extending to every employé in the 
big hotel, including chambe 
elevator boys, cooks, waiters,

and each other from the 
kitchen, was perhaps unprecedented in Chi- 


Refuse to Arbitrate and Strike. . 
The strikes in the hotels and the restau- 
‘Tatts were called because ‘the Proprietors 


| refused to grant the employés an increase in 


Wages and shorter hours without first hav-

The employée walked out in with a.

up the house completely, forcing even the 
bartenders and chambermaide—in certain 
cases—to join in the fight, although many of 
them protested bitterly.

At night strikes went into effect at the 
Grand Pacific and the Chicago Beach hotel. 
Pickets watched over both restaurants and 
hotels all night long. Every.wagon that at- 
tempted to bring in a load of supplies was 
stopped, and all persons. who approached 

* places were requested to stay away if 
they were seeking employment. If they were 
guests they were besought to protest against 
the attitude of the management. 

While the strikers were thus carrying on 


| their fight, officials of the waiters, cooks, 


and helpers’ union met at 122 La Sallestreet 
and laid 8ut plans for spreading the strike 
this morning. Committees will be sent out to 
all restaurants that have not signed the 


| wage and hour schedules of the men with 
| orders to tie them up before noon. 


Report of Two Agreements. 

At the union headquarters it was reported 
late in the evening that John R. Thompson, 
who controls a number of restaurants, and 
the management of the Lakota cafés had 
reached agreements with the union and 


would not be involved in strike. 


"We will have several others tomorrow 
morning,”’ said Business Agent Washington, 
“and at noon we will give out a list.. This 


} contains the names of some of the prominent 


members of the Restaurant Men’s associa- 
tion and will create a panic among those 
who belong to it. In the face of this break

Predict a Bitter Struggle. 

The strikes, even so far as they have pro- 
gressed, are held by both employers and 
employés to be the beginning of a bitter 
struggle that may result in the closing down

lishments and the crippling of every hotel of 
| importance in the city. The effects of such 
a struggle were shown yesterday. The cooks 
in both the restaurants and hotels left the

Chambermaids left the beds unfinished, and 
when the strike call came even the scrub 
girls quit work, some of them leaving their 
pails and brushes on the partly cleaned floors. 


' Try in Vain to Get Waiters. 

All those connected with the hotel and 
restaurant business have realized for sev- 
eral weeks that the strike was inevitable. 
During that period they have attempted ‘o 
get men from outside the city to assume the 
places of the union employés, but have 
failed. 

When it became apparent yesterday that 
the. employés were detérmined to force the 
issue by a. strike several of the leading 
restaurant and hotel men visited the head- 
quarters of the union and asked for con- 
servative action.. They told the union of- 
ficjals that the hasty strike at Vogeleang’s 

restaurant had caused the loss of $400 worth 
of food, that the one at King’s had forced 
the firm to lose $300, and the strike at the 
Union had cost over $800, They asked thai, 
if further strikes are called, a different hour 
be chosen. 

The management of the hema house, 
which is not in the association, arranged for 
a conference with the union leaders forthis 
afternoon. A. Frank of the Sherman house 
had a long talk with some'of the business 
agents, as did the managers of the Saratoga 
and Morrison hotels. No definite peace com- 


pact was made, however.

An analysis of his masterly composition 
cannot be entered into here. As De Vogue 
said a little later on, “‘ If itis a début in prose, 
{t is the début of a master.” His witty ex- 
ordium on the modesty of the academicans, 
his amusing and touching portrait of De 
Borniter, in which, along with some possibly 
rather easy pleasantries regarding the small 
stature of his predecessor, were some original 
phrases which showed in a lifelike manner 
the goodness, nalveefaith, and glorious en- 
thusiasm of the,author of “ La Fille de Ro- 


The following were the most enthusiastic- 
ally applauded paseages in the speech: His 
moving recital of the “ Premiere” of Goet 
of the Théater Francaise, his brilliant pas- 

sage regarding “Le Panache,” about which 
more than any other French poet he is 
qualified to speak; his magnificent evocation 


ment when, after 1870, the verses of ** Ro- 
land” thrilled all hearts; his fierce denun- 
ciation of all pamphieteers of all times, for 
which reference to “ L’Aretin”’ furnished 
him with occasion for his eloquent pleading 
in favor of sincere passion and emotion as 
opposed to ‘the sterility of raillery or the 
convenient inertia of the so-called ironists, 
whose eyeglasses are but an attempt to re- 
juvenate the spectacles of Joseph Prud- 
and finally his pathetic peroration 
showing the end of De Bornier, carried off

After this great triumph of reading, the 
task of De Vogue, who pronounced the speech 
.of reception, was evidently a difficult one, 
His speech was interesting and full of pretty 
conceits, among which a personal allusion 
to Sarah Bernhardt was taken up by the 
audience, which turned towards the great 
applauded. De Vogue's 
speech was a worthy pair to that of Rostand, 
but it was read with duller voice and, one

Heavy Loss on Long Island. | 

At Saratoga deer and other game, forced 
out of their Adirondack retreats, are seek- 
ing refuge .in foothills and lowlands within 
a few miles of the town. 
- A short distance from this city, near North- 
port, L. L., a forest fire now covers an area 
of ten miles. The woods on the eouth side, 
between Amityville and Eastport and in the 
vicinity of Central Islip and Brentwood to 
the extent of several oepang acres have 
been destroyed. 


All New England Suffers. 
Boston, Mass., June 4.—[Special. ]—All New 
‘England is praying for rain to check the 
flames that are sweeping fram Maine ‘> 
Connecticut. In Maine Houlton is the center 
of the blaze, and the town may be wiped 
out.. 

At Castine several cottages were destroyed, 
including a new $40,000 cottage and stable re- 
cently. built for W. L. McClintock of ‘Pitts- 
burg, Pa, 

Fourteen miles of the Bangor and Aroos- 
took railway has been burned away and the 
towns of Sherman and Crystal 
wiped out. 

Worcester Mountain on Fire. 

Burlington, Vt., June 4, — [Special.]— 
Worcester mountain is ablaze from top to 
bottom, and the towns of Worcester and 
Elmore are surrounded by fire. More than 
1,400 acres of valuable timberland has been 
laid waste. The summer cottages at Wil- 
loughby lake are likely to go. 

At Danby, 2,000 acres of timberland owned 
by 8. L. Griffith, Vermont’s lumber king, 
have been burned over. 

Tt is forty-seven days since rain in any ap- 
preciable amount has fallen in New England, 
and during that time the losses from forest 
fires have aggregated at least $1,000,000.

‘NEW SCHEME FOR CLEARING 
MEANS MUCH TO IMPORTERS. 


‘will Benefit Greatly When the Local 
Subtreasury Joins Hands with the 
Chicago Banks—Action Today.

‘Not only the banks but the leading import- 
ers of Chicago are greatly interested in the 
scheme whereby the United States govern- 
ment probably will be taken into the Chi- 
cago clearing house today. It is anticipated 
that as a result of the government’s mem- 
bership importers will be enabled to use 
checks in payment of customs duties, mean- 
ing a great convenience to some of the large 
local houses, which hitherto have been 
‘obliged to pay in United States specie or legal 
tender notes. 

As the treasury officials consider them- 
selves prohibited by law from opening cur- 
rent accounts in their books, Subtreasurer 
Williams has worked out a scheme which he 
will suggest at the clearing house meeting 
today, and which he considers to be a simple, 
practical, and legal method of meeting the 
desired end. It will provide that any city 
bank may place in the hands of the assistant 
treasurer the amount of money desired, tak- 
ing his temporary receipt in duplicate, the 
money to be held subject to the demand of 
the collector of customs. The original de- 
posit ticket will go to aes collector, and the 
duplicate to the bank. 

Importers then ak draw their checks 
to the order of the collector, and these checks 
the banks would charge up, and on them 
stamp notices transferring the various 
amounts to the collector of customs. 

Subtreasurer Williams anticipates that 
within half an hour after the opening of the 
‘meeting at 3 o’clock today the government 
will have been unanimously elected a mem- 
ber of Chicago’s official banking organiza- 
tion. In the opinion of local bankers there is 
no need of keeping Uncle Sam long on the 
“ waiting list.” 


GOULD APPEALS TO COURT. 


Charges the B. and O. with Diverting 
Business from the Western 
Maryland Road. 


Baltimore, Md., June 4.—[Special.]—The 

war between Gould and the Pennsylvania 
railroad broke out in another form here 
today. The Western Maryland railroad, a 
Gould terminal line, asked the court to re- 
quire the Baltimore and Ohio railroad to 
show cause why it be not enjoined from di- 
verting freight from the Western Mary- 
land. The case involves a charge of the 
breakage of the traffic agreement. 

It relates to an arrangement between the 
Western Maryland and Baltimore and.Ohio 
for the handling by the former of traffic in- 
terchanged by the latter with the Reading 
railroad. This has develored into a profit- 
able feature of the business of the Western 
Maryland, but when that property passed 
‘$nto the hands of the Goulds it developed 
that that traffic was taken away and has 
since been transferred to the Cumberland 
‘Valley railroad, controlled by the Pennsy!- 
vania. 

It is claimed that the lines built by the 
Western Maryland between Cherry Run, W. 
Va., and Shippensburg, Pa., are solely for 
carrying the traffic between the Baltimore 

and Ohio at Cherry Run and the Reading at 
Shippensburg. The Western Maryland rail- 
road expended for that purpose over $1,300,- 
000, and it was done under an agreement with 
the Baltimore and Ohic, in which the latter 
agreed to use the new line for business in- 
terchanged.

BIG. ‘-EMBANEMENTS IN ILLINOIS 


Thousands of Acres Sie Rich Bottoms 
Are Under. Water—Crest of Waters 
Still Moving in Direction of St. 
Louls—Snuy Valley May Feel Fall 
Force of Inundation—Kansas City 


Cost. 


Keokuk, Ia., June 4. flood 
in the Mississippi at this, point and south 
of here passed all records today and became 
the most destructive in the history of the. 
upper Mississippi valley. The Hunt and 
“Indian Grove levees broke yesterday and 
today the districts protected by them are 
being inundated. The district includes 75,000 
‘acres of the richest bottom land along the 
river and the loss is conservatively estimated 
at.$10 an. acre. The immense tract of Mis- 
s@uri bottoms flooded early in the week 
makes the total area flooded over’ 200.000 
acres. The loss in addition to the crop loss 
includes the damage to the levees, the loss 
of stock, and the destruction of buildings. 

The sny levee broke this afternoon and now 
all levees in the flood plain are broken. The 
Mississippi at the mouth of the Dés Moines 
forms a lake fifteen miles wide and it ex- 
tends as far south as Hannibal, with nearly 
the sameé width’ the entire. sixty 
miles. 

The high water mark of 1851, the highest 
ever known, has ‘been passed at Alexandrta, 


_ south of the mouth of the Des Moines, and it 


is being approached here. 

So far as known there has been no loss 
of life. The lowest estimates on the loss 
between Keokuk and Hannibal is $8,000,000 
and many place it at a much higher figure.

association say that they have no official 
connection with the project for the organiza- 
tion of a company to issue strike insur- 
ance, credited to Lotisville bers of the 
National Association of nufacturers. 
They are said to have been in correspondence 
with eastern men interested in a similar 
scheme, and this is taken to mean the mu- 
} tual insurance company chartered last month 
by the business .men of Waterbury, Conn., 
as a result of their losses growing out of 
the traction strike there. Their plan, which 
is yet In the formative stage, proposes to re- 
imburse manufacturers for loss or damage 
by strikes, or riots growing out of strikes, 
and loss from the resultant interruption of 
business. 


J. M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manu- 


facturers’ association, said that the strike 
insurance plan had been discussed at various 
conventions, but that no practicable plan 
had been worked out. to his knowledgg. A 
mutual enterprise would require strong back- 
ing, and a wide distribution of its risks, to 
have any show of success, as local organiza- 
tions ‘are all likely to be embrofled in the 

same labor disturbance. 
A strong stock company might be able to 
issue such insurance, and would be of great 
service in the settlement of labor troubles, 

but capital would be chary about embarking 
in an enterprise with Se many risks and so 
little experience to guide it.

generally considered, however. The current 
number of the Insurance Post of this city 
devotes its leading editorial to’'the question, 
and holds that the support of such a com- 
pany would strengthen the position of the 
employers and encourage arbitration rather 
than reckless strikes. Noting the organiza- 
‘tions of employers—local and national—to | 
resist what they regard as unjust Pomanany 
the Post says: 


“The trouble employers find In meeting 


such a situation as this is.in securing per- 
fect coiperation among themselves. When) 
an unjust strike is declared, or employers 
are forced to resort to a lockout, there are. 
always men who complain because their 
core. is idle, their capital is unproductive, 
their fixed charges are going on with no in- 
come. and their business is likely to be stolen 
by others. 


“Insurance against strikes would. at once 


remove this difficulty. All the losses-to 
which an employer might be Hable as a re- 
sult of holding out againet the demands of 
his men would be made good to him, and the 
-temptation to desert his cause for financial 
reasons or necessities would.at once be gone. 
The others in his line, if it were a mutual. 
company, could afford to make. him good, 
for they would profit directly and indirect- 
ly by making it possible for him to hold out 
against such unjust demands. — 


“ Careful regulation would. be needed, of 


course. An employer should not- be backed 
up in an unjust position, and the decision on 
that point would-be the most delicate part 
of the whole scheme.””.
